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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on 22 September 2008 has been accepted and entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 3-5 and 13-19 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 3, the prior art of record does not disclose or make obvious, 
along with the other claimed limitations, a radiation detector comprising: namely the 
combination of, a radiation detection means, a wiring substrate section, and a signal 
processing mean located in that order; wherein the wiring substrate includes a glass 
substrate formed of a glass material that has a radiation shielding feature and is provided 
with a through hole; the through hole having therein a conductive member for electrically 
connecting the radiation detection means to the signal processing mean; and wherein an 
opening of the through hole provided in the wiring substrate is blocked with a shield 
member having a radiation shielding function. 

Regarding claims 4-5 and 13-19, the balance of claims is found allowable due to 
their dependence upon an already allowed claim and lacking any technical errors. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

4. Applicant's arguments, see pages 5-6 of the amendment, filed 22 September 2008, with 
respect to claims 3-5 and 13-19 have been fully considered and are persuasive.

US 2007/0075408 Al - Shibayama discloses a semiconductor detector with through holes and a 
glass substrate.
